Three other ships of lesser im- 
portance—the Lord Cromer, the Excelsior 
Kura, and the Armenian—also escaped after 
a perilous passage through the ſcefleld. 

The Titanic is on its firat voyage to New 
York and carries about 1,300 passengers, in- 
cluding a number of notable persons.

While 
passing the White Star liner Oceanic and the 
American Uner New York, which were 
berthed alongside one another. the suction 
of the Titanic's triple screws dragged the 
New York from its moorings. The stern 
swung inte midstream and narrowly escaped 
striking the Titanic, 

The immensity of the Titanic is shown 
when it ls stated that in length it will stretch 
over four city blocks. It has accommoda- 
tions for 3.500 passengers and carries a crew 
of 860. 


Steamer Carmania Endangered. 

New York, April 14.—[Special.J—A great 
ice field in which there are many 
some of them mountain like in size, has 
drifted into the west bound transatlantic 
track about 1,000 miles east of Sandy Hook. 

The Carmania, in today from Liverpool, 
ran into this ice field. Although the big ves- 
sel got out without damage, it nevertheless 
hed a perilous time while in the field, and 
everybody breathed easier when the bergs 
had been left behind. 

The French liner Niagara, from Havre, ran 
into the ice about the same time as the Car- 
mania, but it did not have the good luck of 
the Cunarder. The Niagara arrived off Sandy 
Hook tonight and anchored owing to dense 
tox.

PROOF OF MISSION THERE. 
Condition of Pages Indicate Frequent 
Use of the Document. 


[BY CABLE TO run CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, April 15, 3 a, m.—The Times an- 
nounces the discovery in Egypt ot a papyrus 
volume containing the text of the greater part 
of Deuteronomy, the whole of Jonah, and 
nearly all the Acts of the Aposties, which it 
describes as perhaps the most * find 
of all the excavations in Eg 
The volume is written in the 7a of Up- 
per Egypt and on comparison with other 
manuscripts indicates that it is far older than 
any Coptic manuscript hitherto found. It 
contains 109 leaves, 11x6 inches, but it prob- 
ably contained originally twenty more. 

Many of the leaves are worm eaten and the 
edges rubbed. Its appearance suggestaithat 
the owner carried it about his ptraon. 


Bound with Kid 8 
There are no decorated margins or orna- 
mental initials, 4 fact which indicates its 
great antiquity. It was bound with pieces 
of old inscribed papyrus gum together 
and covered with vartished kid skin. 
The manuscript texte are all in the seme 
hand and they were evidently copied by a 
devout person for his own use. Some of the 
coarse expressions in Deuteronomy repro- 
cuced from the Hebrew in the Greek transla- 
tion have been much softened. 
The book of Jonah is complete except in 
parts where one or two words are gone. 
Hitherto only a few yerses of Jonah have been 
diecovered in the Coptic, 


Many Errors in Spelling. 

In the Acts of the Apostles, which is per- 

haps the most important section of the book, 
there are numerous mistakes of the spelling 
both of Greek and Coptic words. There are 
other blunders which would only be made 
by a careless copyist or through copying an 
old and partly obliterated text. Sometimes 
words and whole lines are omitted. The 
museum authori think the errors can be 
attributed to the archetype, as the ‘writer 
elsewhere shows great care. 
Two pages comprise Among other things 
the complaint that teachers of Christian doc- 
trines teach things for which there is no 
divine authority, such as fasting, which the 
writer condemns as nothing, and those who 
practice it make themselves strangers to 
God's covenant, not only destroying them- 
selves but defrauding themselves of the glo- 
rious fruits which they might 5 ac- 
quire by faith.“ 


Credited by Dr. Kenyon. 
Dr. Kenyon, principal librarian of the 
Royal museum, acknowledges the authority 
of the ancient manuscript. He compared the 
script with A number of dated papyri. 
This newly discovered code is taken to 
Prove that copies of the Coptic translation 


of Biblical books were in use by the Egyp- 


tian Christians early in the fourth century, 
and confirms the early monastic traditions 
concerning the spread of Christianity in 
Egypt.

Hyslop, head of the American Society for

The Carmania was 
on its way to give aid when a second message 
said the Niagara had been patthed up and 
would be able to proceed without assistance. 

For a week the ice field has covered the 
westbound track off the Grand Banks, and 
besides the Carmania and the Niagara the 
steamers Excelsior, Kura, Lord Cromer, 
which have arrived at Néw York, and the 
Armenian, which arrived at Boston, havere- 
ported battles with “the ice. 

The Lord Cromer and the Kura were iain 
aged below the water line. About twenty- 
five plates were ripped off the Kura, while 
about the same number were dented and 
otherwise damaged on the Lord: Cromer. The 
Armenian reported that the field was at least 
seventy miles long and twenty-five miles wide 
when it encountered it. 


Other Ships Battle Ice. 

The Carmania had on board 1400 passen- 
gers, of whom 400 were in the cabin. It en- 
tered the ice field last Thursday afternoon 
at about 1:30 o'clock. Ice Was everywhere, 


being so closely jammed together that it was 
impossible to see a crevice between them. A 
heavy swell prevailed at the time, and the 
passengers described the upward and down- 
ward motion of the ice as both beautiful and 
weird. The sun was shining brightly and 
the glitter of the ice made the spectacle mag- 
nificent. 


Three Hours in Sea of Ice. 

For three hours the Carmania was in the 
sea of ice, and at times as far as the eye 
could see there was nothing but ice, with 
here and there a great berg to break the 
monotony of the picture. One berg was 
described as being like a great mountain of 
chalk, and one of the passengers said it 
looked te be about 40,000 tons in size. When 
Capt. Dow! was asked about this he said 
the passenger had been far too conserva- 
tive, and then added laughingly: ?: j 

Forty million tons would be more like ite“ 

It was about 8 p. m. when the Carmania 
passed the chalk colored berg. It passed 
within a quarter ofe mile of it, and the pas- 
sengers all agreed they never had seen any- 
thing more beautiful. Another big berg stood 
out conspicuously in a fleet of twenty-five 
bergs because of the fact that its top was a 
perfect plateau that appeared to be as smooth 
as a billiard table. 

The twenty-five big bergs were grouped in 
a comparatively small area, and all of them 
were in view from one side or the other of the 
linér all the time. Six were lined up in majes- 
tic fashion on the horizon. Many of them 
were only a few hundred yards away when 
the Carmania, proceeding at what the offi- 
cial log calls dead slow,” passed them.

Possibility of finding the missing Alfred 
Kearsley of Evanston through the office of 
the British consulate in Chicago has de- 
veloped. with the discovery that Kearsley isa 
pensioner of the British army. The last seen 
of him by Evanston acquaintances was in 
February, when he announced he was coming 
into Chicago to collect his quarterly payment. 

The discovery ‘of Kearsley; if it comes 
about, will take a cloud away from the affairs 
of hig Wife, now under arrest in McAlester, 
Oita.’ charged with murdering her aged 
mother. The woman reported a few days 
after Kearsiey’s disappearance that he had 
gone to live in Aurora, and a few days later 
resumed the name of Mrs. Julia O. Martin. 
Kearsley is not known by the Aurora police 
and there is a desire to learn what his wife 
knows of his unexplained departure. 


Now Hunt Daughter. 

A search also has been started for a daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Martin, said to be about 20 years 
old, and now understood to be with friends in 
some Missouri town. 

Kearsley lived in Evanston until about five 
years ago. He wae watchman in the W. 8. 
Lord store. He went to Portland, Ore., stayed 
a few years and returned to Evanston last 
fall with about $6,000. He recovered his old 
place and in a short time married the Martin 
woman, who had been working in the dress 
making department. 

The couple had few acquaintances. Mre. 
Ida Severin, 520 Davis street, seems to have 
known the woman about as well as any one, 
but she says she was never intimate. 

“Mrs. Kearsley was a peculiar woman, 
eccentric in her words and actions—‘queer,’ I 
suppose she might be called, «ald Mrs. Sev- 
erin. ‘*‘ She talked little and did not encour- 
age intimacy with any of the neighbors.”’ 


Shows Boer War Badge. 
Kearsley told his employer he was coming 
to Chicago to collect his quarterly pension, 
which he said approximated $250. He added 
he had served the king for about seventeen 
years, including the years of the Boer war, 
and displayed a Victoria cross won during 
the South African campaigns. 

“I do not recall the name of Kearsley,” 
said Horace D. Nugent, British consul. ‘‘ He

EXPLOSION FIRES BIG PLANT 


Compressed Air Main Burst at IIli- 
nois Steel Company Works. 


MEN IN OTHER BUILDINGS. 


) Blaze to One Structure. 


Explosion caused by the bursting of a 
thirty-six inch compressed air main in the 
plant of the Illinois Steel company, South 
Chicago, early yesterday morning caused a 
| fire which partially destroyed one of the 

buildings and threatened the whole plant. 
Six blowing engines were practically de- 
stroyed. The damage was estimated at 
$50,000 

The explosion was heard for miles. It sum- 
moned the fire department o fthe company, 
as well as the Fourteenth battalion of the 
city, fire department, under Battalion Chief 
M. R. Driscoll. The whole force of the 
Illinols Steel company, assisted by seven en- 
gine companies of the city and the fireboat 
IIlinols, fought the flames until noon. 

Workmen in Other Buildings. 

The explosion occurred at 6 o’clock im the 
morning when a force of about 200 men 
was working in other parte of the plant. 
Two workmen are said to have been over- 
come by gas fumes and smoke, and they 
were taken to the hospital of the company. 

‘The building where the accident happened 
is occupied by six blowing engines of the 
older type, not in use. It is three stories in 
height and 250 by 50 feet, contains no wood 
except the floor and the roofing under the 
tile There was nothing else for the dre 
to feed on, the rest of the structure being 
of brick and steel.

PRIMARIES SHOW RESULT. 


Roosevelt Has Won Clean Sweep 
Wherever He Appealed to 
People. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washaus ton, D. C., April 14.—[Special.}— 
It is admitted by the closest friends of Pres- 
ident Taft that the overwhelming majorities 
given by Illinois and Pennsylvania to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt were a paralyzing blow to 
the Taft candidacy. 

It is admitted the president has only s 
little chance of carrying any of the states 
in which presidential preference primaries 
will occur, and, there is grave apprehension 
that the politicians, seeing the strength of 
the Roosevelt movement, will go over to his. 
standard. The president is greatly cast down 
over the situation, and has been conferring 
with his managers; Senator Crane of Massa- 
ehusetts, Congressman McKinley of Illinois, 
director of his campaign, and others. 

This mueh is said positively: The presi- 
dent will not withdraw and intends to be 
beaten in the convention rather than do so.’ 
He is backed in this determination by mem- 
bers of the old guard, who are anxious, above 
everything else, to retain control of the party 
machinery. They have supported the presi- 
dent, not because they believed he could win, 
but because if he were defeated they would 
still have command of the machine. 

No Compromice Possible. 

Some of the old guard are talking about a 
compromise candidate, but there is small 
chance of this, consequently the politicians 
behind Mr. Taft are hoping that Col. Roose- 
velt, if nominated, will be defeated, in 
which case they still will have their hands 
on the throttle of the Republican party 
machine. 

Two men have been talked of.as com- 
promise candidates,-Supreme Court Justice 
_ Hughes and Senator Cummins. Justice 
Hughes will not permit himself to be put for- 
ward as a compromise candidate, he has told 
his friends, and Cummins has been unable to 
hold his own state, Iowa. 

But the Roosevelt men ridicule the idea of 
defeat. They point out that their candidate 
has engaged in battle with the two most 
powerful machines in the country—the Me- 
Kinley-Cannon-Lorimer machine of Illinois 
and the Penrose machine of Pennsylvania. 
He has annihilated both. 

To say that he cannot carry those states 
in the election they cidim to be absurd, es- 
pecially in view of the majority he received 
over Champ Clark in Illinois. Moreover; 
Pennsylvania is surely Republican and will 
give Roosevelt a majority of tremendous size. 

Primary Blows to Taft, 

What is of concern to the president’s man- 
agers is the way in which his candidacy has 
been slaughtered in the states. where presi- 
dential primaries have been held. In Ok- 
homa, North Dakota, Wisconsin, Illinois,

The total number of delegates from these 
states is 146, and if Mr. Taft gets fifty of 
them he will be getting more than his man- 
agers believe to be possible.
